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THE RIGHT HON. SIDNEY HERBERT, M.P. 

As Secretary to the Admiralty, Mr. Herbert enjoyed a large share 
of public esteem. His manners were in the highest degree mild 
and unobtrusive, and he had the wise tact not to Interpose an 
opinion save on subjects wherewith he was thoroughly acquainted. 
But his speeches on the ‘ Estimates’ gave no indication whatever 
of the stores of his well-ordered intellectuality, Figures of arith- 
metic have very little in common with figures of speech, and it was 
not until he had an opportunity of speaking on the subject of Ire- 
land that the largeness of his resources became evident. ‘Then it was 
seen that, independently of his position, Mr. Herbert was already 
worthy to be esteemed as one of the foremost men of his day, His 
position will, however, aid his usefulness as a public man. Mr. 
Herbertis half-brother to the Earl of Pembroke, was early inducted 
into office, is extremely wealthy, and is not more than forty years of 
age. He descends from the celebrated Strongbow, conqueror of 
Ireland, in which country he has much property. Personally, it 
would be difficult to conceive any one more thoroughly pleasing, 
more absolutely unaffected, not only in manner but in mind. We 
can refer to those who are in the habit of meeting him in Wiltshire 
for the exact truth of this statement. 

So far well. Mr, Herbert up to this point would deserve the 
thanks of his country; but he has recently come forward with one 
of the most able, statesmanlike, and, above all, ‘ Christian ” 
suggestions that ever emanated from the conceptions of one 
unassisted intellect. He has established the great principle that 
EMIGRATION is the true and only curx for the SOCIAL EVILS under 
which we groan. Others, it is true, have dissertated on the advan- 
tages of colonial immigration, but none, save he, have shown its prac- 
tical value, and pointed direct to the class whom it ought at once 
toreach—the multitudinous and starving NEEDLEWorKERs. Other 
nations have not been backward in recognising his claims on this 
score, and among the first have been the French, usually so jealous 
of any alleged superiority on our part. 

The Constitutionnel gives an elaborate account of Mr. Herbert’s 
plan of female emigration, and, after highly praising it, says :— 
“This isa practical plan to which it will be difficult to find objec- 
tions, There are only six weeks since the first of that enterprise 
was put forward by Mr. Sidney Herbert in the Morning Chronicle, 
and already an association has been constituted, already consider- 
able sums of money have been collected, already committees have 
been established in London and in the principal towns of England, 
and already correspondences have been arranged and the whole 
plan of operations completed. We may be sure that, before three 
months have passed away, the first ship will be sent to Australia, 
that is to say, to the antipodes of London. In presence of these 
facts it is melancholy to think that, for the last fifteen years, 
France has been, and is still, searching after the means of establish. 
ing colonists in Algeria, within three days’ sail of Marseilles and 
Toulon !” 

More recently the practical working of the great scheme has been 
arranged; the age and presen condition of the parties eligible have 
been decided on, and rules have been established, both for guidance 
on the passage and in Australia. It is understood thata sum of 
above £20,000 has been subscribed by the friends of the undertaking, 
Of course there are cayillers even at a philanthropy so obviously 
sound as this; but they are chiefly among those whose opinion islittle 
worth, and who would rather be absurd than not original. And 
there are also those who deem it other than disgusting to jeer at the 
miserles which this plan of emigration is intended to alleviate ; but 
we trust that, among Englishmen, the latter wil! be found to be very 
few in number, ‘There are also objections as to the want of com- 
prehensiveness in the plan; but this has been admirably answered 
by a writer in the Morning Chronicle, who says:——“* One section of 
thé subscribers to the fund will be disappointed—those who deslroed 
to serve persons whose lives had been tarnished by some fault, and 
who imagined that, in anew home anda distant country, they might 
work out opportunities of amendment, But to serve effectually we 
must serve wisely. The colonists to whom we would send our 
surplus female labour view with suspicion the immigration thus 
proposed, The characters and qualities of those whom we sond 
must be such as will ensure a welcome—not entail a repulse. We 
are not going to enter into the hardships of the case. We take it 
as an admitted fact that even the modified help originally proposed 
is rendered yet more partial in its operation,  hecause there is one 
class of female sufferers which must remain a class apart.”

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MADAME DE MAINTENON. 

Agrippa d@Aubigné was unfortunate in his eldest son. The 
heir to his name and honours, notwithstanding the great care taken 
of his education, was a profligate from his youth, a rebellious son, 
a renegade to his religion, a traitor to his party. After repeatedly 
pardoning him, his father, indignant at a crowning act of perfidy, 
disinherited and cursed him. The parent could forgive offences 
against himself, and had more than once welcomed back and con- 
fided in the prodigal, when he professed to revert to the Reformed 
Church; but the Huguenot chief sternly refused to pardon the 
double traitor who revealed to the Roman Catholic Government of 
France the plans of England for the relief of La Rochelle, when 
that Huguenot stronghold was beleaguered by Cardinal Richelieu in 
1627. The crime of the son was deemed a merit in the subject. 
Constant d’Aubigné, now a declared Catholic, and apparently 
devoted to the Court, received an appointment about the person of 
Louis XIII, had a confiscated barony restored to him, and con- 
tracted an honourable marriage, But treachery was his element. 
He was detected in correspondence with English agents, and was 
imprisoned at Bordeaux, and afterwards at Niort, in Poitou, in 
which latter place of confinement was born, Noy, 27, 1635, his 
daughter Francoise, celebrated in 
history under the name of Madame 
de Maintenon. ‘Two or three years 
later, his wife’s exertions having 
obtained his liberation, he sailed 
with his family to seek his fortune 
in Martinique. There he acquired 
considerable property, lost it again 
at the gaming-table, and died, 
holding a small military office 
barely sufficient to enable him to 
live. At his death, Madame 
d’Aubigné returned to France 
with her children. Francoise was 
then nine or ten years old. 
Already, according to some of 
her. numerous biographers, she 
had had marvellous adventures, 
and had narrowly escaped being 
devoured by a serpent, carried off 
by pirates, and thrown overboard 
for dead. But no perils that her 
childhood may have passed can 
have equalled in strangeness the 
vicissitudes of her after life. 

Once more in France, Madame 
d’Aubigné, reduced almost to 
penury, supported her misfortunes 
with courage, and busied herself

LORD JEFFREY. 

We have to announce the demise of this celebrated 
literary and legal character, who expired at Edinburgh, 
at six o’clock on Saturday evening last. The deceased 
was son of the late George Jeffrey, sq., one of the 
deputy clerks of session in Scotland, He was born on 
the 23rd of October, 1773, and received the rudiments 
of his education at the High School of his native city, 
where he afterwards actively engaged in several lite- 
rary societies, and was one of the most cons icuous 
members of that called ‘The Speculative.” In 1787 
he was entered at the University of Glasgow ; and 
after having remained there four years he removed to 
Oxford, and was admitted of Queen’s College of that 
university in 1791. Having resolved on pursuing the 
legal profession, he went through the necessary legal 
studies, and was called to the bar in 1795. His suc- 
cess was long doubtful, and it was some years before 
he acquired a practice coextensive with his abilities. 
In acuteness, promptness, and clearness—in the art 
of illustrating, stating, and arranging—in extent of 
legal knowledge—in sparkling wit, keen satire, and 
strong and flowing eloquence, he had few equals in 
the courts of Scotland :—‘ Ever quick,” says the 
author of ‘Sketches of the Scottish Bar,’ ‘‘ but never 
boisterous nor pushing, Jeffrey wound his way, like an 
eel, from one bar to the othef. If what he had to do 
was merely a matter of form, it was despatched in as 
few words as possible; generally wound up, when 
circumstances admitted, with some biting jest. Ifa 
cause were to be formally argued, his bundle of papers 
was unloosed, his glass applied to his eye, and his 
discourse began, without a moment’s pause. He 
plunged at once into the mare magnum of the ques- 
tion, confident that his train of argument would arrange 
itself in lucid order, almost without any exertion on 
his part.” He possessed a most retentive memory, 
and could proceed from one subject to another, how- 
ever different, at a moment’s warning. As he sat 
down, one day, at the close of a long and argumenta 
tive speech, an attorney’s clerk pulled him by the gown, 
and whispered in his ear that a case in which he was 
retained had just been called on in the inner house. 
“ Heavens!” said Jeffrey, ‘I have heard nothing of 
the matter for weeks; and that trial has driven it en- 
tirely out of my head; what is it?” The lad, in no 
small trepidation, began to recount some of the lead- 
ing facts, but no sooner had he mentioned the first 
than Jeffrey exclaimed, “1 know it!” and ran over, 
with the most inconceivable rapidity, all the details, 
and every leading case that bore upon them; and his 
speech on the occasion was one of the most powerful 
he ever delivered, It was, however, as a literary cha- 
racter that the deceased was more known to the pub- 
lic, to whom his name is chiefly familiar as having 
been one of the earliest and leading contributors to 
the ‘Edinburgh Review.” Of that journal he was 
not only one of the projectors, but after the first year, 
during which it was conducted by the celebrated Syd- 
ney Smith, it came under Mr. Jeffrey’s entire control, 
and for many years was managed solely by him. The 
duel between the deceased and Mr. Moore, the poet, 
and the lines to which it gave rise in Lord Byron’s 
“ English Bards and Scotch Reviewers,”’ are too well 


known to require more than a mere mention of the fact. The 
dwas twice married: first in 1801, to Miss Wilson, who 
bore him no children; and secondly, in 1814, to the daughter of 
Mr. Wilks, of New York, grandniece of the renowned John Wilks, 
by whom he has left issue.

The fire was confined, by the combined exertions of the firemen, 
police, &c., to the floor on which it occurred. From a partially 
smoked pipe being afterwards found at the bedside, it is supposed 
that the deceased had been smoking in bed, and by that means 
caused the terrible disaster. 

_MALANCHOLY SuicipE in THE Crry.—On Wednesday 
night Mr. William Payne held an inquest at the White Hart 
Abchurch-lane, on the body of Mr, Joseph Ivon Winstanley, aged 
58, the outfitter, of No, 54, King William-strect, London-bridge 
who committed suicide.—-Mr, Buckle, chemist, of Leadenhall-strect, 
said that the deccased on Monday last called at his shop and pure 
chased 6d. worth of the essential oi] of almonds (thirty drops) hich 
he said he wanted to scent some pomatum with.—Mr, Wass, of 51 
King William-street, said he had known the deceased for some time 
yast, On ‘Tuesday afterneon he was sent for to the deceased's 
house, and then heard that he was dead, and that a bottle labelled 
‘essential oil of almonds” had been found in his pocket. Of late 
he has suffered much in his mind on account of pecuinary difficul- 
ties, and he believed he was insane.—A daughter of the deceased 
gave such evidence as proved that her father’s spirits, for many 
months past, had been so depressed that he scarcely knew, at times 
what he did.—Other evidence confirmatory of the above having been 
given, a verdict was returned of ** Temporary insanity.” 

Mr. ArTertiaA’s SUICIDE, GrorGE-sTREET, HANOVER- 
sQUARE.—Mr, Bedford, the coroner for Westminster, assembled a 
jury at No, 33, George-strect, Hanover-square, to inquire into the 
circumstances attending the death of Mr, H. F. Arteria, aged 41, 
The jury having viewed the body, the first witness called was Mr. A, 
C. Hayter, of 14, Berners-street, Oxford-street, an artist, whodeposed 
that the deceased, who was related to him, had been born in a vil- 
lage near Como, in the Milanese, and subsequently settled in Paris 
as a dealer in pictures and works of art, and from which place, upon 
the breaking out of the ebruary revolution, he came to England 
and opened an exhibition gallery, having his private residence at 
Kensington. <A few weeks after coming to this country, in 1848, 
he had a severe attack of brain fever, and was attended by his step- 
son, a medical gentleman now holding a Government appointment 
at Bermuda, and who gave an opinion that deceased’s mind would 
ever after be affected, and that opinion was borne out by occasional 
aymptoms of insanity. Witness observed that since that illness 
deceased was much depressed in spirits, imagining his circumstances 
to be embarrassed; whereas, notwithstanding his losses through 
the French revolution, they were flourishing, It appears that he 
finally put a period to his existence by means of the fumes of char- 
coal, Lhe jury returned the following verdict :—* ‘That the deceased 
committed suicide by inhaling carbonic acid gas, the exhalation of 
burning charcoal, whilst in a state of temporary insanity.”

family of seven inmates. Young and 
old, boy and girl, were there huddled 
together, in a space that could have 
scarcely afforded shelter and room to 
two pigs, under a few boards and 
what appeared to be the remains of 
once-decent furniture, which they pos- 
sessed when they had a house with @ 
roof on it. ‘The tales told by these 
noor people, who were deprived of 
house shelter because they were 80 
poverty-stricken as to be unable to pay 
even the requisite fivepence weekly 
which entitled them to a house, was 
heartrending in the extreme, Of their 
sufferings during the late snows and 
severe weather, we may judge —for 
they had been the inmates of this 
shed for six or eight months. Would 
it not be fortunate in the extreme if 
some such aid as that of the Masons 
could be brought to their aid, so as to 
rescue those poor children, as well as 
the many others to be met with in 
and about Ballintemple, from the in- 
evitable misery which it is now evident 
awaits them and others brought up in 
such dens or holes of misery?

Travellers, it is said, tell strange things; but sometimes the 
manner in which they relate their adventures is even stranger, 
Here, in aclever article headed “ A few more Random Records 
of a Ramble in the Kast,’ we have a mixing up of liveliness 
with sacred subjects which we think somewhat out of place, 
Not to charge the writer with positive irreverence, we should 
have been glad to recognise a different tone in dealing with 
some of the most awful passages of human history, ‘It is 
pleasant,” he says, ‘to seek shelter from the noonday heat, 
and rest beside the ‘waters of Shiloah that go softly,’ or 
wander in the shady gorge of Himmon, prying into the deserted 
caves and countless sepulchral chambers that pierce the rocky 
skirts of the Hill of Kvyil Council.’’ This is fair enough, and 
the term * pleasant”’ not altogether inapplicable; but what will 
our readers think of a man who could write the following pas- 
sage }— 

‘But it is pleasant, above all, as evening falls, to sit and medi- 
tate beneath the gnarled old olives of Gethsemane, and to think on 
One who ‘ofttimes resorted thither with his disciples’; here was 
the scene of his sore conflict and agony; from this same consecrated 
spot he calmly marked the hint steps of Judas, as, descending with 
‘his band of men and officers,’ he led them down that winding path 
above there, and crossed the brook of Kedron, whose murmuring 
stream was crimsoned in the torchlight, as if the conscious waters 
blushed for the base ingratitude of man, 

“Yes, it is pleasant to think on him, resting where he rested, 
treading the very ground he trod—p/easant far more than pleasant— 
pleasant and most profitable. The thoughts to which these sacred 
scenes give birth should be graven on the ‘living tablets of the 
heart,’ for then we walk not with the memories of the past—wz 
WALK wit Gop.”

Drury Lang.—A more correct version of Shakspere’s 
great work, ‘Othello, or the Moor of Venice,” than we have 
before seen, was given at this theatre on Monda evening. Several 
powerful situations, and, indeed, whole scenes, have been restored, 
by which the reasons for Othello’s “great revenge” appear in a 
shape more consistent with common sense than seemed to be the 
cage in the mutilated plays that have been for many years past pre~ 
sented to the public, The only drawback to the improved effect 
was the great length of the tragedy as it is now represented ; the 
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curtain did not fall until five minutes past eleven o'clock, and the 
Whole evening’s performance was not concluded until twenty 
minutes past one, Mr. Anderson deserves the highest credit for 
the magnificent way in which he has mounted “ Cthello.” There 
has been no bombastic announcement of intentions to outdo all 
former outdoings, but, like a man who really means to do that 
which is right, he does it, and says very little about it: 
The scenery was beautiful, and the costumes not only cor- 
rect, but splendid. Of the acting we cannot speak too 
highly: every performer appeared to be exactly fitted to the 
character he was to sustain, and the ensemble consequently 
approached close upon perfection. Mr, Anderson’s conception of 
the noble but abused Moor was at once original and correct. In 
many passages his rendering has never been surpassed, although 
we might, if we wished to carp at trifles, point out some faults ;

W hy the 
ostentatious word classical should be attached to Mr. Oxenford’s 
translations from the French we are at a loss to know; nor do we 
think that a gentleman of Mr. Oxenford’s undoubted talent, and 
holding, as he does, a position in the literary world that, oroperly 
taken advantage of, might tend greatly to advance our desi ti 
literature, should condescend to translate French dramas, instead 
of exerting an original genius. We sincerely hope that the next 
production of Mr, Oxenford will be an original five-act play, in every 
respect English. ‘The tragedy is a translation from ‘Lfhomas Cor- 
neille’s ‘* Ariane,” and appears in English as “Ariadne,” Although 
constructed quite after the French idea of tragedy, there are some 
opportunities for very powerful acting, the story running thus :— 
The scene is laid in the island of Naxos, whither Theseus and 
Ariadne have taken refuge after leaving Crete. Theseus’ love for 
Ariadne, if he ever felt a stronger sentiment than gratitude, has by 
this time been transferred to her sister Phaedra. Ariadne becomes 
conscious of the change, but does not suspect the object of Theseus? 
new affection until after her sister has abandoned her with her lover. 
Meanwhile, Ariadne, at Theseus’ suggestion, has consented to 
marry (Enarus, the King of Naxos ; but with the sole object of

GREECE, 
BLOCKADE OF THE PIRAUS BY ADMIRAL PARKER, 


A letter from Athens of Jan. 19 states. that, ‘* Immediately 
Vice-Admiral Parker received pratique, he demanded from the 
Greek Government the payment, within twenty-four hours, of all 
moneys due to British, or protected British, subjects from Greece ; 
also that the islands of Sapentia and Cabrera, off the south-west 
side of the Morea, and which form part of the lonian Isles 
should be immediately given up to him, threatening, in the event 
of refusal, to blockade the Pirmus and make reprisals. The sen- 
sation this message occasioned cannot be described. Otho, however, 
refused it in toto, and Admiral Parker has consequently taken pos- 
session of the men-of-war in the Pirwus, and blockaded the coast, 
It was reported that the admiral had declared war against Greece, 
but I should think the reprisals are so considered; also thata 
mob at the Pireus had burnt down the English consul’s house. 
Here, in Athens, we English are not a little alarmed. ‘There isa 
council of Ministers now sitting. ‘Those of Russia and Austria are 
also closeted. The English fleet consists of the Queen, 110 guns ; 
Caledonia, 120; Howe, 120; Ganges, 84; Powerful, 84; Vengeance, 
84; Bellerophon, 78. Steam-frigates—Dragon, Odin, Firebrand, 
Rosamond, Bulldog, and Spiteful. Some of these are at Salamis, 
some in the Pirseus, and some cruising.”

the plate 1s vegetating or after it is pulled, but that the chemic@ 
combination takes place while the plant is steeped in water. 
object of this steeping is to induce a fermentation, which loosens 
and destroys a cement which binds the fibres of flax to each other 
and to the wool, The fermentation weakens considerably thé 
strength of the flax fibres, and even destroys many of them. This 
dry preparation, therefore, if it be practicable on a large scale, woul 
be a prodigious improvement,

LAW AND POLICE, 


MOST PRAISEWORTHY AND BENEVOLENT ACT ON THE PART 
OF A MAGISTRATE, 

At Guildhall a young woman, aged 21, was charged before Mr. Alderman 
Carden with stealing the duplicate of a shawl and two petticoats, under the 
following circumstances :—l'rom the Statement of the prosecutrix, it ap- 
peared that the prisoner had lodged with her for some time, and on Saturday 
she went tolook for the ticket ofa shawl and two petticoats, which she kept 
ina little green box inside alarge one. On opening it she found it was 
gone; upon which she proceeded to the pawnbroker’s. to make an affidavit, 
when she was informed that the property was redeemed on the 7th ult. 
Subsequently, while in an omnibus, who should she see in London-wall but 
the prisoner walking along with the identical shawl on her shoulders, She 
took no notice, but afterwards went to where the prisoner was in service, 
and quietly asked her to give up the property, but she persisted that she 
had not got it, until at last the -prosecutrix gent for a policeman, and she 
was taken into custody, when the property was found in her box.—-Mr, 
Alderman Carden inquired whether the prisoner had any parents or friends 1 
—The prisoner replied that she had neither; she “had got her living 
out at service ever since she was a child.—The prosecutrix explained 
that she had take her in a8 a servant out of tate for a few 
nights’ lodging, She had no fault to find with her conduct, and 
she did not wish to prosecute if she might have her property.— 
Mr. Alderman Carden (after a little consideration); It possibly might be her 
first offence. He should trust thatit Was so, and endeavour to save her from 
that destruction which must befal her if he either committed her summarily 
for having unlawful possession of the shawl, or committed her for trial at the 
Old Bailey for stealing the property, which course was equally open to him, 
Without a character to get into service again, and without any friends to 
fall back upon, she would be ruined, and become a nuisance to society, But 
he would go a little out of his way to save her. He would at once see her 
master and mistress, and, if he could preyail upon them to give hera further 
trial, he would let her go.—-The alderman then Went awayin a cab, and in 
about twenty-five minutes returned, and, ca ling the prisoner to the bar, 
informed her that he had induced her master and mistress to receive her 
again into the fanity, He, therefore, conjured her to make a solemn deter- 
mination never to touch the property of others again, and to reflect upon the 
misery which awaited her if she should be cast upon the world Without a 
character. He had great difficulty in persuading her mistress to give her 
this further trial, and she must not hope ever to be dealt with so mercifully 
again.—The young woman, who wept bitterly on hearing the result, was 
then discharged, aud the property was given up to the owner,
